RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 
OF OFFICE ACTION NO. 1 

In response to the restriction requirement set forth in the Office Action of 
August 7, 2002, Applicant hereby elects, with traverse, testosterone as the species of 
skeletal structures for examination. 

Applicant respectfully submits that claims 1, 2, 8-10, 14, 22-28, 34-37, 41, 
and 49-61 read on the elected species. Further, claims 6, 13, 32, and 40 include 
positional isomers of testosterone. Applicant submits that the elected species and 
the subject matter of claims 6, 13, 32, and 40 are sufficiently related and 
overlapping that they would not require a separate search, and should be examined 
together under this election. 
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As acknowledge by the Examiner, claim 1 is generic, as is claim 26. Upon 
allowance of these and/or other generic claims, rejoinder in this application of 
claims covering non-elected species is respectfully requested.
